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Seat belts and the unborn child 


The lap belt must be’ worn low 
so that it pulls downward over 
the pelvic bones and not 
against the abdomen. It should 
be snug to stop the belt riding 
up into the abdomen area but 
no so snug as to be 
uncomfortable. 

If an impact occurs, the 
thick pelvic and’shoulder bone 
of the mother takes the impact 
of her body moving forward. 
The unborn child, naturally 

rotected by the embyonic 

uids, would suffer greater 
injury if the mother is not 
belted during a collision. 

Medical doctors consulted on 
this press release clearly state 
the risk of injury to the unborn 
child by the mother wearing a 
seat belt assembly is relatively 


sf 


insignificant in comparison to 
the injuries caused by the 
woman being xthrust forward 
into the steering wheel or 
dashboard. 

‘ To show the overall signifi- 
cance in use of seat belts on 
injuries, an analysis of 1985 
traffic accidents in Ontario 
show 114 deaths per 10,000 
collisions for drivers not belted 
and five deaths per 10,000 
collisions for those occupants 
wearing seat belts. 

As previously stated, the 
most common cause of death 
to the unborn child in motor 
vehicle collisions is the death 
of the mother. It can be 
inferred from these statistics 
that the best method to protect 
unborn child deaths is for the

Obviously there 
could be a logical and harm- 
less explanation for such 
changes, but there muct be a 
reason for these signals. 

Then too, these children feel 
alone, betrayed, degraded, and 
lose all trust in adults. They 
feel they have nowhere to turn 
for help, and are convineed 
that nobody will take their 
word of abuse Ge that of 
the offending adult. 

The workers who have to try 
and help these children have 
no easy task. Abused children 
do not readily admit to bein 
sexually exploited.

New findings about 


drinking and driving 


A second Ontario Provincial 
Police survery of Ht 
drivers, (conducted July 25 - 
August 4th '86) reveals disturb- 
ing new information about 
drinking and driving on Ontar- 
io roadways. 

‘We are concerned about the 
degree of intoxication of 


impaired drivers in Ontarion,” ° 


said OPP Commissioner 
Archie Ferguson. “Our offic- 
ers find the average impaired 
driver has consumed the equi- 
valent of eight bottles of beer. 
Compare this to the legal limit 
of intoxication which the aver- 
age person reaches after three 
or four bottles of beer and it’s 
apparent that the drinking 
driver is a deadly risk to 
himself and others on our 
provincial highways.’’ he 
added. 

A second unexpected finding 
revealed that upwards of one- 
third of intoxicated drivers are 
répeat offenders. 

‘Some drivers don’t seem to 
learn that drinking and driving

is a serious offence with deadly 
consequences which will not be 
tolerated in this province.” 
said Ferguson. 

The results of this survey 
support the findings of an 
earlier survey which deve- 
loped the following profile of a 
typical impaired driver: 

Single, employed, male and 
under the age of 30 (25% of the 
survey total). Generally, this 
person has consumed about 
eight bottles of beer on aver- 
age at a licenced premise or at 
a friend’s residence and drove 
his car a short distance prior to 
apprehension ( a distance that 
was usually within 5 kilomet- 
res of his home) 


Other observations: Party 
hosts continue to let their 
pices drive away from their 
omes in a drunken condition. 
Younger hosts are the least 
likely to ensure their guests 
are in a fit condition to drive; 
the survey indicated that 
Northern Ontario has a rate of 
impaired driving three times 
that of Soputhern Ontario; a 
comparison of two surveys 
also shows that intoxicated 
drivers were impaired to the 
same degree, regardless of the 


season. 

“This tells us that while 
intensive enforcement prog- 
rams such as R.1.D.E. can cut 
down on the overall number of 


‘impaired drivers, it has no 


effect on the degree of impair- 
ment.”’ said Ferguson. 

The results of the surveys 
are having an effect on how the 
OPP “enforces -drinking and 
driving laws across Ontario. 
The OPP feels having a better. 
concept of who to look for will 
allow officers to apprehend 
more drinking drivers. 

“I believe that we are .the 
first police department to 
conduct this type of scientific 
study in-house,’ said Fergu- 
son. “We put a great deal of 
trust in our findings because of 
the accuracy of our data. We 
surveyed all the drivers, who 


were char with impaired 
driving rather than taking a 
smaller representative

Campbellford, at one time 


the centre of a relatively og 
Hydro community, is now the 
retirement home for part of a 
larger group of Ontario Byers 
employees who have now been 
retired for more than twenty 
ears. These employees have 
een much less than well 
treated in my opinion. 

This letter is intended to seek 
your assistance in publicizing 
this matter with the thought 
that some considerable effec- 
tive, constructive action might 
result. The information is 
essentially that which I unsuc- 
cessfully attempted to have 
published in Hydroscope, with 
my letter to the editor, dated 
Jan. 6th, 1987. 

These pensioners dedicated 
their lives and skills for thirty- 
five and more years, to the 
growth, well-being and good 
Be con ry of the Hydro Electr- 
ic Power Commission of Ontar- 
io, now known as Ontario 
Hydro. 

bc otek their working 
lives, there was a clear 

commitment by — Hydro 
management, as well as an 
understanding by these 
employees, that they would be 
able to maintain, while on 
pension, a standard of living 
approximately equal to 70% of. 
that they were able to maintain 
during the average of their last 
five years of service. 

To provide that standard of 
living it is simply necessary to 
provide a pension equal to that 
of an employee in the same job 
classification who retires in 
the current year. To do so, 
provides a clear, simple equit- 

| able and ethical solution to the 
problem of pension inequities. 

Hydro pensions have not 

been indexed but rather have 
been slightly improved by so- 
called ‘ad hoc’ increases from 
time to time. How slight these 
rte have been is 
well illustrated by comparing 
pensions of emperor who 
retired more than twenty 
years ago, with those of 
employees retiring recently 
from the same jobs. 
For an example of how badly 
: long term pensioners have 
been treated, comparing 
pensions of linemen who 
retired 30 years ago with that 
of those who retire in 1985 
rovided a good representative 
illustration. 

A lineman, who retired in 

1955, receives a pension which

is approximately 45.8°% of that 
of a lineman who retired in 
1985. 

A lineman who retired in 
1965 receives a pension which 
is approximately 74% of that of 
a lineman who retired in 1985.. 

The Ontario Hydro perision 
fund is in such plump condition 
that Ontario Hydro is not 
making any contribution to it 
in 1987. There will be no better 
time than now to redress the 
treatment of long-term 

nsioners. . 

Ontario Hydro employees 
are, in my opinion, essentially 
indispensable Ontario civil 
servants. 

For comparison, the 
pensions of Ontario teachers 
are indexed to a maximum of 
8% annually, I understand, or 
essentially fully indexed. 

The pension of my brother, a 
former A.E.C.L: employee is 
fully indexed and I understand 
that the pensions of federal 
civil servants are fully 
indexed. 

I have not been readily able 
to ascertain if the pensions of 
Ontario civil servants are fully 
indexed, however I would 
hazard a guess that they are. 

Ontario Hydro Pension Plan 
forms part of the Collective 
Agreement between Ontario 
Hydro and the Ontario Hydro 
Employees’ Union. A cynic 
might infer that the Union is 
not accomplishing much for its 
former members now on 
pensions. On the other hand he 
might deduce that Pension and 
Benefits people are trying too 
hard to make their efforts in 
being miserly, seem worthy of 
a promotion.

I have read that “the ad hoc 
increases have helped to main- 
tain the purchasing power of

They’re worried about 
the possibility of dairy 
products ending up on the free 
trade bargaining table. 

The price of quota is really 
just the price paid for the right 


to supply a certain percentage 
of the total milk pir It's 
determined entirely by 
farmers bidding against them- 
selves for the amount of quota 
that other farmers put on the 
market each month. 
been a sellers’ market for a 
long time...so much so that 
farmers are paying: three to 
four times the price of a good 
cow for enough quota to cover 
the milk she pr uces. 

I suppose if a man is 50 years 
of age or better and has no sons 
coming along to take over his 
dairy business, he ought to 
seriously consider the option of 
cashing in his quota. He is very

fortunate to have farmed 
during a period when his quota 
has inflated a great deal in 
value. Hetcan treat his quota 
the same way he would treat 
an investment in the stock 
market ie: cash in when 
there’s a good profit to be 
made...instead of waiting for 
the most profit and possibly 
losing everything in the 
gamble. Even after hie pays the 
capital gains tax, he will have 
done very well on this windfall. 
And he won't have to worry 
about losing it any more.

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Upgrading insulation can save 


on costly heat-loss 


The start of warmer weather 
signals the beginning of many 
outdoor home improvement 
proj including the planting 
of flowers, the seeding of a 
lawn, and the building of a 
deck. But what's there to do on 
a rainy Saturday afternoon?

The most important thing to

Boric acid, another common 
weapon to combat cockroach- 
es. is not as toxic as the 
chemical pesticides.

Factors to consider 
When deciding what type of 


garden you will create, a few 
factors should be taken into 


consideration. Climate, typeoP’ 


soil,, drainage, position, and 
access to direct sunlight are all 
important factors. 

Gonsider how large you 
would like your garden to be, 
being careful to note how much 
time you have to devote to it. 
You can then draw a diagram 
of your garden on paper. 
noting the space you wish to 
assign to each flower or veget- 
able. This will enable you to 
decide how much seed and how 
many plants you need to buy. 


Protecting your garden 


To avoid damage by small 
animals such as dogs, rabbits 
or moles, protect your garden 
with & fence that is fairly high 
and tightly woven. 


The time you will need and 
the method of preparing a 
vain for planting will 

epend heavily on the type of 
soil you have and the geogra- 
phical location. However, 
there are a few hard and fast 
rules pertaining to soil prepa- 
ration that work-for almost all 
areas. 

Soil that is fertile with organ- 
ic matter, well-drained and 
relatively free of rocks is 
necessary for a successful 
garden. 

Good air and drainage - that 
is. free movemeérit of air to 
lower levels - are necessary to 
lessen the damage that can be 
caused by frost. 

There are many things that 
you can do in the spring to 

rotect. your seedings from 
rost. 

If you are able to, plant your 
garden on a high spot; a 
south-facing slope or a spot 
along the south wall of a 
building is warmer than most 
places and will provide some 
protection for your plants. 

Coverings for plants 
whether they be old blankets, 
buckets, baskets, sheets or 
black plastic - will trap heat 
that rises from the earth while 
allowiite some air to circulate, 
discouraging the formation of 
ice crystals.

Charges are based upon 
mileage, weight and additional 
services requested such as 

acking, appliance service, 
insurance, etc. 

There are two types of esti- 
mates available: Non-binding 
is a rough estimate of the cost 
based upon a visual inspec- 
tion: Binding gives you the 
guaranteed exact cost of the 
move based on the articles and 
services listed on the binding 
estimate. 

How can I reduce the cost of 
my move? 

The easiest way is to cut 
back on the amount that you 
move. There are two ways to 
do this. First, determine what 
items can be discarded or sold 
- if you haven't used it in three 
years or more, it’s a likely 
candidate. 

Second, calculate the cost of 
moving an article (based on 
weight) and decide if it might 
be less costly to buy the article
